June I —The Home Rule for 
Ireland blit is'scheduled to come be¬ 
fore the House of Commons to-day 
for second reading, preliminary to lt^ 
second passage, or the three passage# 
necessary for It to become Jaw over 
the veto of the House of Lords. Then, 
probably It will be thrown out again, as 
It was last year, and It will then have 
to go through the usual routine In (he 1 
1*14 suasion before becoming law. 

As to the forthcoming fight In the 
House of Commons, the Ulsterites 
oaanot be depended' upon to oppose 
the bill by every means in their power: 
In Ulster Itself it has been objected 
thet Irish Unionists have not shofcrri 
sufficient hostility to the bill. 

They have been urged, In fact, to 
adopt militant methods, and If. they 
cannot defeat the measurS by ordi¬ 
nary debate to turn the House . of 
Commons Into a shambles and prevent 
any business from being transacted. 

>3*r Edward Carson, the Irish Union¬ 
ist leader, however, Is opposed to pro¬ 
voking a fight In the House, which 
would be the only result of militancy 
on the part of the Unionists. He ad¬ 
vises against It. His theory Is that it 
la better to oppose the bill by con¬ 
stitutional means, then if they lose, 
leave It to the people of Ulster to ig¬ 
nore the act and If necessary fight 
against their Inclusion in the Union. 

Bren this talk of revolution is dying 
out somewhat. The Ulster business 
men are pretty shrewd and the belief 
Is growing that, should Home .Rule be 
Imposed upon them, they would very 
readily get control of the Irish legis¬ 
lature and. In fact, rule the country 
from Belfast. 

The workingmen of Belfast, on the 
other hand, are easily aroused, and 
with fluent leaders urging them to 
fight, might make It uncomfortable for 
any government that attempted to 
force them Into an acceptance of Home 
Rule.

THE DAILY TIMES 


In th«* last twenty years Canada's 
ratio of crime has doubled. In 1891 It 
wa$ A2 per 10,000 inhabitants; In 1901, 
10.5 and In 1911 17.6. This somewhat 
startling information is set forth In 
the blue book on the criminal statis¬ 
tics of Canada for the year ended Sep¬ 
tember, 1911. which, considerably over¬ 
due, has Just been received from Ot¬ 
tawa. Probably two years hence a 
volume will be Issued covering the 
record of 1912, but for the present we 
must lie content with the Information 
we have. 

In 1911 there were 16.925 charges and 
12,627 convictions for Indictable of-1 
fences In the various provinces. On¬ 
tario headed the list with 7,843 charges 
and 6,911 convictions; Quebec was sec¬ 
ond with 2,6?1 charges and 2.044 con¬ 
victions. and British Columbia was 
third with 1,670 churges and 1,149 con¬ 
victions.

HAS ITS FILLIP 


Much Advertising Necessary 
Nowadays Before Money Can 
6e Borrowed 


(Special Correspondence.) 

London. May 18.—At last the money 
market of London has its fillip. The 
Chinese loan has been such a huge 
success that we may expect promoters 
and Investors both to take heart of 
grace, with the result that there 
should be quit© a rush of new Issues, 
and a better response on the part of 
the Investing public than we have 
seen for months past. 

Hon. A. L. Slfton, the premier of 
AJberta. has arrived, looking very well 
and confident that his province Is go¬ 
ing to have a record year, and doubt¬ 
less. with the Chinese loan success to 
greet hiqi, he feels very confident as 
to the response with which his con¬ 
version loan and telephone loan will 
meet. In an Interview published In 
the Financier. Mr. 81fton lets finan¬ 
cial London know something of the 
work which his government has been 
doing in Alberta, and the fact that the 
financial paper lo question publishes 
his remarks at the head of a column 
would Indicate that those wbo know 
in thfl money market feel that Canada 
is worthy of their best encouragement. 

There ta one factor, however, which 
Intending lsUcrs r' ould bear strong¬ 
ly in mind. The Chinese loan was sue* 
cessful by reason of the fact that It 
has been advertised In a manner 
which has never been equalled In this 
or any other country. Fo{ weeks past 
British papers have been filled with 
the quarrel ccncerntng the loan, and 
the fact that tl • respective govern¬ 
ments have insisted that the terms 
and the Issuing houses should be of a 
character which they could support, 
has been emphasised In such a man¬ 
ner that it must have had consider¬ 
able effect upon the publte. so much 
so that the issue Is now regarded as a 
government Issue which gives on the 
average, when the redemption value ta 
considered, a return of £5 18s. id. per 
cent. This is interest worth having, 
and It la a rate of Interest which 
everyone who is approaching the 
market just r.ow must bear In mind. 
The Investing public has so much to 
I meet how In the shape of Increased 
taxation that they will no longer be 
content with a low return for their 
money. 

From every come: one learns of the 
demands which are to be put forward 
for loans. What must not be fo.got¬ 
ten Is that after all though there may 
be innumerable districts In the wtwld 
which will -pay for immediate devolo ■ 
ment It Is Impossible .to provide either 
money or labor enough to start them 
all at once. Mesopotamia Is a pros¬ 
pective Eldorado, and strenuous ef¬ 
forts are to * made to Induce BritL'i 
and other Investors to proceed to the 
development of this province of Tur¬ 
key. As giving you some Idea of what 
Is to be done, the Turkish government 
are going to put some magnificent 
copper concessions and silver-lead 
concession* In Mesopotamia up to 
auction In a few weeks’ time, and It Is 
believed that the Deutsche Bank and 
Sir Ernest Tassel's bank, the National J 
Bank of Turkey, will Join hands In an 
attempt to secure these concessions.; 
This Is but one Inatanc' of what Is 
going to happen, and those who desire J 
to borrow money, whether CanadlaA 
govern men', i or anybody else, will do 
well to remember that when these 
powerful banks or other corporations 
secure such things gs these conces¬ 
sions they will come to the public to 
ask for money for the purposes of 
their exploitation. It la a fact that 
just at present an Issue backed by 
powerful banking corporations and 
good city names Is likely to prove 
more popular than any Issue'’backed 
by a Canadian provincial government 
published through a similar banking 
corporation. The public will go Into 
a thing In which the bank are part 
owners, and will Ignore another propo¬ 
sition In whjch the bank merely act* 
as agents and hMve no personal pon- 
certi. ’ ' ' ’ » 

Thts moans that tremendous adver¬ 
tising will he necessary on the- part of 
persons or government* desiring to 
float loans. When the - Dally Malt 
came out with It* foqg article on -this 
question a few days ago. It was prac¬ 
tically voicing the Intentions and opin¬ 
ions of all other newspaper pro¬ 
prietor*. and It may be taken for 
granted that no cheap advertising will 
be given to colonial or other loans. 
Two or three years ago any colonial 
premier who arrived In this country 
was at once sought after, and urged to 
talk aboot himself and his country. 
To-day all is chans'**'* A colonial

premier may arrive In this country 
and find “none so poor to do him' rev- 
erenoe." He Is not asked to talk to a 
newspaper, unless they hare an ad¬ 
vertisement Contract with his govern¬ 
ment: 

The fact is th; newspapers here 
averted the colonial premier. In nearly 
every cose he has the same story to 
tell an his neighbor, and In nearly 
every Instance he bangs ths big drum 
with a view to getting money. The 
public now suspects his motives, If 
bored by !»U utterances, and generally 
look upon Ultn as a cadger hiding his 
cadging under the guise of Imperial¬ 
ism. Newspapers are quick to note the 
change In public sentiment, with the 
result that, as has berii cald. colonial 
visitors are now Ignored. The only 
way in which they can become promi¬ 
nent again and arrange successfully 
for borrowing the money necessary to 
carry on the development of their 
provinces la by extensive advertising, 
for which the paper* will make them 
pay. and the pay me t of large In¬ 
terest. Whether money Is really so 
vitally neceasary for Canada It Is for 
Canada to gay, but at present such 
methods appear to be her only chance 
of securing any loans. 

There are too many opportunities 
to-day for the Investor foi him to con¬ 
fine his operation* to four per cent. , 
Issue*, When a flv? per cent. Uaue I 
like the Brasilian loan put forward by j 
the Rothschild* falls almost entirely , 
It may be taken for granted that the 
public having their opportunltlea to 
feed well, decline to tak* food which 
give* them less nourishment than that 
to which they are becoming gradually 
accustomed. Canada may be the most 
valuable country In the world, but the 
British public Is by no manner of 
means convinced of the truth of this, 
and it will take a great deal of effort 
to persuade them that thla 1* so. and 
the effort will be useless without the 
return offered for assistance Is one 
which makes It worth their while to 
entertain.

One of the most romantic and thrill. 
Ing quests recorded in history, M. de 
la Verendrye’s search for the mythical 
western sea that was supposed to sep¬ 
arate the valley of the Grand Forked 
river and China, had Its beginning 182 
years ago. June 8 , 1781, when 6 ieur 
Plerro Gaultier de Varennes de la 
Veretdrye, his three young sons, and 
a half a hundred other voyagsurs and 
adventurers marched out from Mount 
Royal. Cannon boomed, bells pealed, 
and priests called down blessings on 
the heads of the little band of pioneers 
as they left the fort on the site of the 
present city of Montreal and plunged 
into the wilderness. At Ste. Anne the 
birch canoes, loaded with stores, were 
launched, and. to the measured chant 
of the voyageurs, the perilous voyage 
up the Ottawa commenced. In spite 
of the threatened mutiny of his men. 
Le Verendrye pushed on. and s year 
after leaving Mount Royal found him 
at Fort St. Pierre, on the Minnesota 
side of Rainy Lake. Jean La Veren¬ 
drye pushed on to Lake Winnipeg, bat 
his father d~red not follow until he 
had returned to Quebec and induced 
the merchants who had promoted the 
venture to continue furnishing sup¬ 
plies. On June 8 , 17IC five years 
after leaving Mount Royal, Jeon and 
twenty of the voyageurs were mas¬ 
sacred by Indians. Still the leader of 
the hopeless quest poshed on to Port 
Manrepas. on Lake Winnipeg, and 
thence to the site of the present city 
of Winnipeg. They explored the An- 
slnlboine, the Missouri, the Saskatche¬ 
wan. the 8 ouris and other rivers, but 
they found only a sea of prairies and 
mountains, and not the sea of "bitter 
waters" they sought.

Mr. Higgins stated the accused, who 
In stature looked a boy through he 
gave his age as twenty-two. had been 
a good servant and Lad never been in 
trouble of any kind before. 

His Honor thought all the Interest* 
affected would be fully met by a sen¬ 
tence of six months In jail, and he told 
the accused, through the medium of 
Tim Kee. that he had better he care¬ 
ful in the future.

C, Hamilton Wickes Speaks of 
British and American Im- .■ 
ports Into Canada 


HAS IN CONSIDERATION , t 
COMPARATIVE VALUES 

Advances Four. Reasons-Why 
British Trade Increase 
Here is Lagging 


C. Hamilton Wlckcs. His Majesty's 
f trade commissioner In. Canada. arrived 
In the city with hla wife last evening 
and spent this morning in Interviewing 
fcir Richard McBride and Attorney- 
General Bowoer. Mr. Wickes succeeds 
Mr. Grigg, who has gone Into, the Do¬ 
minion service, and he hall* from Aus¬ 
tralia, whore he served as Imperial- 
trade commissioner for four years. 

In conversation with a Times man 
this morning. Mr. Wickes said: 

“This Is my first official tour of Can¬ 
ada In my capacity as commissioner. I 
have already made small circular trips 
in the east, but this is my first occa¬ 
sion in the west. Coming I touched at 
Winnipeg. Regina, Saskatoon, Edmon¬ 
ton. Calgary. Vernon, the Okanagan 
and Vancouver. At each capital I have 
• visited on the way over the continent 

I have visited the ministers and the 
trade correspondent, and generally the 
collector of customs. I stay for thf 
name number of days in each place in 
order that my views shall not get 
awry, and so that I can look at things 
from a proper perspective. Where ono 
stays for a week at one place, and only 
a day at another, one is apt to have 
one’s opinions and relative values dis¬ 
torted. Later in the year I hope to be 
out in British Columbia once again.** 

Trade of Canada. 

“Generally speaking.” asked the U»-| 
tervlewer. “what do ypu think of the 
trade of Canada to-day?” 

• The only satisfactory answer to 
that." replied the commissioner Is. .to 
quote a few figures to you. Figures 
cannot lie. Take for Instance the draft 
report of the trade returns It states 
the trade of Canada continues to show 
great expansion. In the year ending 
March 31. 1912, for Instance, the trade 
of the country for the first time In the 
history of Canada, exceeded ono thou- 
*an<l million dollars. Moreover, since 
1 J 02 the imports of the country have 
Increased by 800 per cent., while the 
exports have also increased by 79 j>er 
cent. The bank clearings, being no less 
than $6,500,000,060. show an increase of 
300 per cent., while the customs rev¬ 
enue ha* more than trebled. 

Trade With United Kingdom. 

“The trade with the United King¬ 
dom." continued Commissioner Wilkes, 
“has also Increased to a large extent. 
The imports in the last decade have 
gone up 260 per cent. 

“But Great Britain has to compete 
with our neighbor across the line—the 
United States, the gross figure of 
whose imports Into this country has 
Increased In a greater degree than 
have the imports of Great Britain. 
However, one third at least of the 
matter Imported from our neighbors 
across the line is non-competitive with 
Great Britain. I may mention, for in¬ 
stance. such commodities as kerosene 
petroleum oil, *aw cotton, lumber and 
railway cars, fresh fruits and coal, 
though as a matter of fact a large 
amount of Welsh coal Is brought over 
the herring pond. In addition there 
are many things like shale, gravel, 
common brick for houses, which are 
used Just across the border, and na¬ 
turally these things go to swell the' 
American imports to a large extent. 
It Is a fact that Is consistently over¬ 
looked In comparing the respective 
trades. • 

^ Bases of Comparison. 

“It Is necessary.” went on Com¬ 
missioner Wilkes, “In comparing the 
respective Imports from both countries 
to come right down to manufactures 
and merchandise. In making my own 
deductions I take the customs list and 
eliminate therefrom all the details of 
the various trades. Presently I shall 
be able to satisfy myself exactly on 
What articles competition Is felt, and 
It will be my duty to investigate not 
only as to the value and style of the 
various goods, but also whether the 
United States trade is due to better 
methods of distribution or to styles 
and patterns better adapted to the 
needs of the market. Or. again, wheth¬ 
er It is a question of freight or a ques¬ 
tion. of price. In every respect there 
must be an exact comparison. 

“In Australia, I may say. I found 
the share of competitive manufactured 
merchandise Imported from the Old 
Country to be 63.5 per cent, of the 
whole. The United States sent about 

II por cent., and the Germans also 
about 11 per cent, so that the two 
together weve under 23 per cent. There 
Is an even greater example In the 
actual merchant trade of Austral!*, 75 
per, cent, of which was with the 
United Kingdom. 

The Four Factors. 

“| will now tell you,” he proceeded, 
•'what I consider to be the four factors 
In Canada which are deleterious! y 
affecting the increase of British trade 
with Canada. The preference has been 
of great advantage, but It is not yet 
realised how great that advantage is, 
owing partly to the difficulty of a 
British manufacturer obtaining easy 
access to what the tariff actually Is on 
certain items. That ia due, I think, to 
the official return making no mention 
of the tariff against the particular 
Items. That. I think. Is one important 
factor. 

I “Another is the general acceptance 
In Canada of certain United States 
standards, which are different from 
those in vogue In Britain and Europe. 
for instance, I can give you a definite 


one. The 

united States has a different tl&ead 
for screws? and so those home manu¬ 
facturers who supply *crew% here have 
to put up special machines especially 
for the Caaadlan market. 

“A third factor Is undoubtedly the 
Underwriters* Laboratories of Chicago, 
which concern the insurance com¬ 
panies of Canada support, so that all 
articles'and appliances and machines 
In uee In dealing with Ore hazard must 
be passed and approved by the 
laboratories before any insurance 
company “will Insure any building. 
How Is the-British manufacturer 'tj> 
compete under conditions such as 
thsse?’ - **■ 

The fourth factor that I would name 
is* extra-provincial legislation, which 
In many provinces provides that a cor*, 
porate business which either sends a 
traveller or has a resident agent; Iff- 
that province must be re-Incorporated 
in the province and dbtaln a licence to 
trade. ' Otherwise It 'can obtain nd Re¬ 
dress in the courts; It la. In fatt, out-, 
Jawed. 

“Hence we have th« strange anomaly 
that In a part of the British Empire 
a British firm incorporated according 
to the laws of the Ualted Kingdom, 
who may have a Dominion charter but 
has not taken out a licence In B. C., 
would be unable to collect Us debts!” 

ARGUMENT IS HEARD 
ON THE SUNDAY LAWS 


Comes Before Courts on Ques¬ 
tion as to Legality of Agree¬ 
ment Signed on That Day 


The application of the federal Lord's 
Day Act to the island of Vancouver 
came up In court this mooring In ad¬ 
vance of the hearing of the appeal ent¬ 
ered by the city against Magistrate 
Jay's ruling, upholding the contention 
that there la a Sunday observance law 
In this province, which la by act of 
the legislature declared not to be in 
force on the Island, and that therefore 
the federal act has no effect here. 

Argument on the point was heard In 
a west coast case wherein the legality 
of an agreement signed on a Sunday 
is in question. William Simpson and 
Walter T. Dawley. of Clayoquot. are 
suing Edmund Proeetler, of the same 
place, for the fulfilment of an agree¬ 
ment to convey to them certain lands 
at Long Bay, Clayoquot Mr. Freest- 
ler asserts, as an answer to thTlr 
action, that the agreement on which 
they rely Is Invalid, and of no effect 
by reason of Us having been signed 
on a Sunday. June 9. 1911. 

Fred C. .Elliott, of Courteny A El¬ 
liott, for the defendant in the autt.^ield 
that the Lord's Day Act made invalid 
a document executed on a Sunday, and 
that therefore the plaintiffs had no 
ground for their suit. He held that 
the Lord's Day Act applied equally to 
the province of British Columbia and 
I the other provinces, and that It would 
| be absurd to say otherwise. 

Edward Mayer, of Bod well A Law- 
son. for the plaintiffs, argued that tho 
province had a Sunday law. from ths 
operation of which Vancouver island 
was exempt, and that the federal 
legislation expressly stated that It did 
not supersede or over-ride any legis¬ 
lation In force In any province. Hence 
ths day made no matter In the execu¬ 
tion of a document, although as a 
matter of fact, he contended, this one 
was drawn on Saturday. 

His lordship pointed out that coun¬ 
sel used the matter of an exemption 
as if It were an enactment. Might U 
not be argued, he asked, that the field 
of ths Island was open to legislation 
by the federal power since It was ex¬ 
cepted from the operation of the pro¬ 
vincial law? 

Mr. Mayer held. that federal Juris¬ 
diction was just as much excluded by 
the fact that the provincial law was 
declared not to be of effect m Van¬ 
couver Island as If there was in actual 
law In existence on the island. It 
would ’>« distinctly and very strongly 
a conflict with the legislation of the 
province for the federal law to be In¬ 
voked. If there had been no provincial 
legislation of any kind In the matter 
then, of course, the Lord's Day Act 
would have applied to British Colum¬ 
bia tho same aa to provinces which 
had no legislation of their own. 

Mr. Elliott cited the decision of the 
privy council In the case of the attor¬ 
ney-general of Ontario vs the Hamil¬ 
ton Street Railway Company, where ( 
it was held that the Sunday laws of| 
the province were ultra vir«a. and that] 
the criminal law In Its widest sense 
was 1 reserved for the Dominion. 

The court^“Do you claim that this 1 
provincial .egialatlon Is ultra vires t**j 

Mr. Elliott—“No. but after confed¬ 
eration It coijld not be hell to over-; 
ride federal * Jurisdiction This so- 
called pfovlncitl legislation is only 
declaratory, that the English laws 
shall be the laws of tho colony. 

Another case cited by counsel for! 
tbs defence was that of the declar¬ 
ation by the Supreme court of Canada 
that a proposed law of the province of 
Ontario dealing with Sunday labor 
would be ultra vires. 

Mr. Mayer replied with a citation 
from Mr. Justice Davies, of the 
Supreme court, that the province could 
permit the doing of anything on a 
Sunday, but that only the Dominion 
could prohibit, and he maintained that 
there was no doubt about tha lega.lty 
and constitutionality of tho laws In 
force Jr. British Columbia as to Sunday 
observance, from which Vancouver 
Island la exempt. 

His lordship stated that he was quite 
satisfied that the agreement waa con¬ 
summated on a Sunday, being signed 
on that day, but as to the point of Its 
legality he would take the matter Into 
consideration.

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FOUND ON SEA BEACH 


IS KILLED 
WHEN HORSES BOLT! 


Mark oh Portion <jf- Sheet in R. Hanna Thrown Out; Team 
Which It WarWrawed Gives' Crashes Through Part of 
. . Clue to Parents ‘ Brick Wall 


The body of a newly-born Infant 
waa found on Ihb beach’off- the Dallas 
road at th*^nd of Mensles street 'Bun- 
d fy afternoop wrapped in a. portion of 
a sheet. A ciut> to the Identity of the 
parents was furnished by a mark on 
the sheet. The body had been In the 
water and deposited on the behch by 
the tide. • * 

The body was that of a newly-bbm 
girt tkhby which had evidently been in 
the water within a few hours of Us 
birth. Whether it waa a still-born 
baby or.had been drowned the autopsy 
report to be presented at the Inquest 
to-morrow morning at 11 o'clock will 
show. 

The_ theory that It was a legitimate 
sea burial hi discredited by the state 
of the body and ' the loose way in 
which It was wrapped up. Further¬ 
more there was no weight attached 
and no evidence that * one had ever 
been attached and freed. There were 
no marks of external violence.to indi¬ 
cate tha( (he baby had been killed by 
any other means than downing, but 
the state of decay Indicated that the 
child bad been In the water three or 
fouf days. 

The discovery was made by two lit¬ 
tle boys. Gilbert and Jack Irving, of 
140 Mensles street, who were playing 
on the beach yesterday afternoon. The 
baby was a fine, fat, healthy-looking 
child, somewhat dark in skin, but this 
may be the result of exposure 

The detective department Is taking 
what steps lit can *to unearth ths par¬ 
ents of the child. An Inquest has been 
called for 11 6'clock to-morrow by Dr. 
Bapty, and In the meantime the police 
are working on the clue furnished by 
the marked sheet. The baby Is lying 
at the British Columbia Funeral par¬ 
lors, but the sheet Is In possession of 
the detectives. The autopsy was per¬ 
formed this morning. 

A charge of murder would arise If 1} 
should be shown that tho child was 
not still-born, but .otherwise the most 
serious charge would be that of con¬ 
cealing a birth 3r failing to take out 
a burial permit.

HAS NO INFORMATION. 

Vice-President of Puget Beund Lum¬ 
ber Co, Bays He Has Ne Know¬ 
ledge of Seizure. 

In answer to a statement which ap¬ 
peared In the Vancouver province of 
Saturday, that Cruiser William Black, 
on behalf of the provlnolal govern¬ 
ment. had seised a quantity of logs not 
yet put into a boom for the Canadian 
Puget Sound, Lumber Company, at 
Powell Lake. Vice-President J. H. 
Moore, seen this morning, said he had 
no word of the leisure. 

The company, he said, has large 
holdings at Powell lake, but he had no 
information to give out In answer to 
the charge against the company's 
I agents of felling trees on crown lands 
or on private limits, stating that he 
had no knowledge of the matter. He

be thoroughly representative of the 
German industries, so ths visit will- be 
postponed till the summer of 1914.

WATER PR ESSUR E HIGHER 

Underwriters and Fire CHio# Spent 
Morning Making Tests; Results 
Vary Good. 

Fire Chief Davis and Secretary 
Noble, of ths Underwriters* Associa¬ 
tion spent this morning from $ o'clock 
until after noon testing the water 
pressure at the various hydrants In 
the city. AH th^ different levels were 
carefully taken with the water gauge, 
note being taken of the pounds of 
pressure per square inch ami the dis¬ 
charge of water per minute. Ths re¬ 
sults proved most satisfactory to t>bth 
ths chief and the secretary of the 
underwriters. 

The object of the test was to study 
the effect of the new water supply, the 
Interest of the underwriters being the 
relation of fire protection to insurance 
rates. That the pressure and water 
supply are 16 per cent, greater than at 
this time last year all over the city 
waa Chief Davis’s’ statement at noon 
after six hours of hard work. At the 
high level point, corner of Quadra 
street and Flnlayaon street, the pres¬ 
sure was 26 pounds greater than last 
year, which waa most satisfactory. 
The reservoir Is full to overflowing 
this morning. Engineer Rust having 
directed that the full Esquimalt sup¬ 
ply be turned on all day yesterday. 
The reservoir rose six Inches during 
the day. and waa at the limit this 
morning.

Mayor Morley'e proposal outlined at 
the carnival meeting in the 
Club a week ago for a “Greater Vic¬ 
toria Development and Improvement 
Commission,” will be taken up by the 
city council to-night, his worship hav¬ 
ing dedicated a letter to that body on 
the subject.
